To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Bolsover  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  you  my  Report  for 
the  year  1909. 

General  Remarks. 

The  past  year  compares  favourably  with  1908.  The 
weather  has  been  mild,  very  changeable,  the  rainfall  very 
considerable,  and  there  was  no  long  continued  drought  in  the 
summer,  consequently  cases  of  Summer  Diarrhoea  were  very 
few. 


Please  note  that  all  my  calculations  in  the  Tables  at 
the  end  of  my  Report  are  based  on  a population  (estimated) 
of  (12,000.) 

In  this  Report  I am  trying  so  far  as  possible  to  follow 
out  the  suggestions  of  the  County  Medical  Ofificer  of  Health 

Mortality. 

During  1909,  112  deaths  were  registered  as  actually  oc- 
curring within  the  district,  and  13  deaths  occurred  in  Insti- 
tutions outside  the  district,  making  a total  of  125,  and  a 
rate  of  lO'l. 


In  1908  there  were  137  deaths,  the  rate  being  13  7 Ex- 
cluding the  13  deaths  of  residents  occurring  outside  the  dis- 
trict the  number  of  deaths  would  be  112,  and  the  rate  9 '3 
Estimated  population  12,000. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

A glance  at  Table  V will  shew  you  the  causes  of  death 
in  Infants  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  also  from  the 
the  second  month  up  to  12  months. 

There  were  47  deaths  in  Infants,  making  a rate  per  1000 
births  registered  of  116  6. 

Causes  of  Death  at  all  ages, 

I would  direct  your  attention  to  Table  IV. 

Summer  Diarrhoea. 

There  were  only  a few  cases,  mostly  of  a mild  nature, 
and  I am  pleased  to  say  this  dread  disease  caused  only  two 
deaths. 

Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  403  (204  boys  and 
199  girls),  making  a rate  per  1000  of  33 '5.  Four  births 
from  this  district  occurred  in  the  Chesterfied  Union  Hospi- 
tal. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

I would  direct  your  attention  to  Table  III. 

Notifiable  Diseases  caused  four  deaths. 

Every  precaution  has  been  taken,  and  where  the  par- 
ents gave  permission,  infected  children  were  moved  to  one 
of  the  various  Isolation  Hospitals  at  our  disposal. 

Owing  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  in  Old  Bolsover  I 
ordered  the  closure  of  the  Welbeck  Eoad  Infants’  School 
from  December  1st,  1909,  till  January  3rd,  1910,  both  dates 
inclusive. 


Before  we  can  fully  realize  the  benefit  of  the  Isolation 
Hospitals,  the  inhabitants  must  be  educated  to  see  that 
Hospital  is  the  best  place  for  the  proper  treatment  of  infec- 
tious cases,  and  that  removal  of  the  infected  patient  lessens 
the  risk  of  the  other  inmates  of  the  infected  house  contrac- 
ting the  disease. 

At  present  parents  have  a great  prejudice  against 
allowing  the  removal  of  their  children  to  an  Isolation  Hos- 
pital, but  I feel  confident  that  the  Public  will  gradually  see 
that  removal  is  the  proper  course  to  take,  and  not  offer  any 
objection  to  proper  isolation  , &c.,  when  advised  by  the 
Medical  Man  attending  or  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Further,  when  the  infected  case  has  been  taken  to  the 
Hospital,  and  the  premises  properly  disinfected,  other  child- 
ren (should  there  be  any)  in  the  house  can  safely  go  to 
school. 

There  were  16  cases  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

When  the  parents  refused  to  allow  removal  of  an  in- 
fected case  to  Hospital  we  have  to  do  the  best  we  can  to 
prevent  infection  of  others,  but  in  most  houses  in  the  dis- 
trict isolation  is  most  unsatisfactory,  and  in  many  cases  im- 
possible. 

There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever,  which  I am 
glad  to  say  recovered. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  this  dis- 
ease caused  one  death. 

There  were  41  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified,  which  is  a 
very  large  number,  and  I am  still  of  opinion  that  this  dis- 
ease should  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  notifiable  complaints. 

Scarlatina. 

102  cases  of  this  complaint  were  notified,  they  mostly 
occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  these  cases  were 


a continuance  of  the  epidemic  we  had  in  1908. 

In  many  cases  parents  of  infected  children  are  extreme- 
ly careless.  Scarlatina  caused  one  death. 

Scaveng*ing. 

This  important  work  is  now  fairly  satisfactorily  done, 
but  I think  you  should  hold  the  various  contractors  to  their 
agreements,  and  so  prevent  middens  from  being  emptied  in 
the  daytime.  I think  it  would  be  a distinct  advantage  if 
this  work  were  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

Improvements. 

Further  attempts  at  dust  prevention. 

Sewage  Scheme  for  Shuttlewood  (almost  completed). 
Considerable  private  improvement  to  insanitary  property. 
Scavenging  more  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Remaking  of  Private  Streets  in  Carr  Vale.
